WHAT IS IT’? 





Our main goal is to educate people about blockchains and all its ecosystem, 
and in this section, in every issue of MADAzine, we will be talking about important 
stuff to help clarify some terms, concepts, ideas and other aspects of everything 
related to blockchains. 


While aiming to produce useful content and share the knowledge we have, 
everyday we are learning more and more, and our belief is that knowledge needs to 
be shared. 


We hope you like it! Welcome and bon voyage! 
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Blockchain is a system to record informations, a digital ledger that is duplicated and 
distributed across the entire computer system network on this system. Blockchains can be 
permissioned, when built by a company or group that only gives access to certain people, or 
permisionless, that is publicly accessible to anyone, like Bitcoin, Ethereum and Cardano. Both 
can have the same features, but we will explain more details on permissionless blockchains. 


It's kind of a distributed database - storing information in servers on different locations, 
also called nodes -, that stores cryptocurrency and tokens transactions in chronological order, 
that can't be changed or deleted. The information are stored in blocks. Each and every 
transaction Is inserted into a block and once the it reaches the max number of transactions it can 
store, it's added to the long chain of transactions. 


To ensure that only valid and accurate data reaches the blockchains, it uses consensus 
mechanisms, asystem with rules that allows nodes in a distributed computer system (database, 
blockchain or other) to reach the same result, or a "consensus", about the correct set of data. 
Each participant will verify the authenticity of data without having to trust each other, since the 
same rules applies to the whole blockchain and its nodes. 


This mechanism can be the proof-of-work, used by Bitcoin and nowadays Ethereum, 
that, simply put, needs a powerful computer doing a lot of "work" solving complex calculations, 
and then be able to add a new block of transactions to the blockchain and receive rewards for it. 
Heavily criticized for the huge amount of electric energy consumed and expensive computers 
needed to run this type of consensus, this is still very largely adopted, since Bitcoin and 
Ethereum are between the most used blockchains in the world. 


Or the mechanism can be proof-of-stake, that are here to change this scenario. These 
ones, like Cardano, function in a different way, not needing an absurd amount of energy nor 
powerful computers to run, using accessible machines instead to maintain the network running 
and having a consensus based on stakes. 


We will explain more of it on Stake Pool's article. 
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Simply put, it’s a tool for you to interact with the blockchain, with a user-friendly interface and a lots of 
resources, including transactioning your cryptocurrency, NFTs and other tokens. 


It’s the safest way to keep your digital assets, since they are non-custodial, meaning that you are the 
true owner and controller of it. Keeping your crypto on exchanges are never a good idea, even if it have staking 
options, considering that it’s more vulnerable to hacks and attacks and doesn’t help in decentralization. 


There are a few types of wallet, the most common being the software and hardware wallets. We will 
explain a little about the software ones available on Cardano, since they are the more accessible. 


In software wallets, we have the light ones, like Yoroi - that have it’s own app for Android and iOS -, 
Nami, ccvault.io and Typhon - being dapps interactive, a feature that will come to most of the wallets, if not all 
-, that doesn’t need to synchronize with the blockchain and are installed like an extension in your browser. 
Daedalus, that is a heavier software, requires a complete installation like any other program and a more 
powerful computer to run, besides having to synchronize with blockchain. 


All of them have a secutiry system with a private key, or recovery phrases, that is recommended to 
keep extremely safe, preferably written down on a piece of paper, in a place you know you won't lose. It can be 
12, 15 or 24 words length, being the last two more common. This recovery phrase gives you access to your 
digital assets. If you lose it, your assets will become inaccessible forever if you don’t have a backup copy. 


A wallet is what permits you to stake your ADA, too, and win rewards every epoch (5 days). We will dive 
deeper into it on the next pages. 





How to create it 


To decide which wallet you will use, always remember to do your own good and old research 
(there are plenty of videos on YouTube showing the best options for a bunch of uses and cases). 


After that, you will basically follow the same process for every wallet: 


- Head over to the chosen wallet website, download and install the browser extension, or 
the executable for Daedalus 


- Follow the described steps for creating a new wallet, or recovering an existing one, If you 
already have a recovery phrase. Every Cardano wallet have an optimized user-interface to make it 
simple to understand. On this opportunity, we will be creating a new wallet 


- You will give aname to your wallet, create a password - strongly advised for you to create a 
strong one, and also write it down on a piece of paper - and will be given the recovery phrase (some 
of these steps can be different from a wallet to another. I.e. you can be given a 15 or 24-word 
phrase) 


- Now, you need to type the correct recovery phrase that was given to you before 


- You will have access to an address to receive assets on your wallet, and can start to 
delegate once you have transfered funds to It, from an exchange or another wallet 


- Delegation process Is different on each wallet, but in general you will search for the pool 
you want to delegate to, find it on your wallet, commonly using the pool ticker, in the staking 
dedicated page, or interact with it at a website using dapps interactive wallets, and start to 
delegate and earn rewards each epoch. It takes approximately 15 days (3 epochs) to receive the 
first rewards.

Yasmine Saliba, Lebanese fashion stylist, 
and Ruggero Lupo Mengoni, Italian photographer 
and 2D/3D digital artist, co-owners of Polarys 
Collective, are the minds behind Vudu Brigada. 
This solid and very well known project, with a 
doxxed team, launched its first collection, White 
Magic, on 27th October 2021, selling out fast. Very 
unique, the dolls are each one a piece of art. 











Talking about the art, they let very clear in 
what they believe, explaining some of the concepts for the 3D dolls and its perks. 


"Art can be different, sometimes it needs to be different. As well as famous artists transforms 
garbage in amazing pieces, full of meanings and symbology, Vudu Brigada brings the concept of the ugly 
turning beautiful, of something that could represent fear or harm being interpreted as good and 
pleasant", says Ruggero and Yasmine. 


"Some objects and traits featured on the dolls have hidden meanings, and they are open for 
interpretation. Everything has its phylosophical meaning for us, always witha background from our life". 


On launch, an unfortunate thing happened on the whitelist presale, where a wrong address was 
published on Discord server and had funds sent to It. It was quickly recovered and every person had their 
minting completed and, as a way to compensate for the mishap, the project made an exclusive token, the 
“Oops, Wrong Address” and airdropped it for everyone who was affected. 


callmenighthAwke joined the team as Project Advisor on January 2022. With her, they aim to grow 
and be even more recognized on the Cardano NFT community. She is a very talented addition to Vudu 
Brigada, and together they are preparing long term 
strategies to take the dolls to it’s true potential. 


Ruggero started a design artistry workshop 
on YouTube. Designing CNFTs with Ruggero will 
provide an overview of digital art, 3D creative 
process, and an introduction to pre minting stages 
of aNFT project. There will be 10 episodes, one per 
week, and it began on January 22 this year. 


They also plan NFT collabs with solid projects sae. 
and are aiming for new partnerships with brands | | | ay —= Introduction 
with the most varied products. They presented on 
one of their AMAs a NFC button that contains information about the project and copyright, and that can 
be used in many ways, like a t-shirt tag for authentication, attach it to your keys, and soon. 





Some other interesting things needs to be highlighted for 2022. This year is meaningful for both of 
the creators. Yasmine says "we can't imagine how much 22 Is part of my DNA, because a lot of many crazy 
things in my life happened when | was 22 years old!” And, to top it off, “including me, my father and my 
grandpa were also born on July 22, and my mom on October 22. » 


Ruggero adds that, for many people and mysthical cultures, "22 is a very bright number, the number 
of gold for some", and they expect it to be a better year for all people around the world. 


And they closed 2021 with incredible gifts for the Vudu holders, a Holiday special NFT as well as a 
New Year special airdrop. 


“For the Holiday season we designed 2 special airdrops, and holders had to have a minimum of 5 
Vuduz (White Magic) to receive one. Between 5 and 14 Vuduz, the reward was the NICE Vudu airdrop, 
and between 15 and 24 Vuduz the reward was the NAUGHTY Vudu airdrop. There were three versions 
created, similar but each with its own characteristics. 


"As for the NYE 2022 airdrop, it was a ..gif animation that was given to those who have been hodling 
a minimum of 25 Vuduz, sent during the New Year’s period, to celebrate 2022 all together!” 


Additionally, Ruggero designed custom-made dolls for the mods of the project, in a collaborative 
process where the perks and traits was selected and created by the mods themselves. 


While some people on the community were worried about the floor price, the creators see it as an 
opportunity for the community itself grab more Vudu Brigada’s dolls at sale and hold to it, and a more 
accessible entry point for new members. 


“Everytime we have an idea, we are like ‘Oh, it might be counterproductive!’, or ‘Oh, someone 
might not like this...’ so it’s like a tricky thing. And we are thinking about many ways to change it, where 
we will always consult our advisors and community to bring the best solution” - Yasmine. 


And they are thankful to everyone who is sweeping the floor while they find the best way to 
approach it. 


“We believe in Vudu Brigada, as many of our holders, for the long term, so the floor price will rise 
along with our project solidification”. 


Their roadmap was updated, having other very cool info and goals, including a second collection, 
Black Magic, that have some sneak-peeks to be seen on their Discord server, Vudu Zodiac Cards, physical 
White Magic Doll auctions, and much more. 


Stay tuned for this project, as they are one of the best community driven projects on Cardano 
blockchain, with really kind and lovely people running It. 





One day, there will be dapp stores all around, 
but what are their purpose? How is it developed? 
So, we searched for the answers 


If you own a smartphone, no matter from what brand it Is, 
you use apps. To access your bank account, to order food, to 
communicate, to interact. Apps, apps everywhere! So, what 
about dApps? Or Dapps, DApps, or just dapps. Well, almost the 
same idea, but not inits core. 





When we think about apps, we think (or at least | think) 
about a company that develops a bunch of “solutions” for a bunch 
of “problems”, or necessities. But, by the end of the day, it’s 
centralized. They are running over a single computer, or are 
controlled by the same service provider, or by the same group or 
organization. 





Offering similar functions and developed for different Minted is a dapp project on 
purposes, like finance, gaming and so on, dapps run on a peer-to- Cardano blockchain 
peer or on a blockchain network, like Cardano, being public, 
open-source and decentralized, ensuring flexibility for 
development and contribution by the community Itself. Also, they provide much more privacy, when not 
asking for all your personal information to use it, and is less vulnerable to censorship, since it’s not 
controlled by asingle entity. 





Most of, if not all, Cardano dapps will be interacting with smart contracts, despite the fact that, to 
some people, including founder Charles Hoskinson, the term “smart contracts” doesn’t justice to what 
was implemented on September of 2021, and it would be more accurate if described as programmable 
validators. But this is subject for a future article. 


The Cardano community have seen important developments such as the launch of SpaceBudz 
marketplace, SundaeSwap DEX, or even Nami wallet’s smart contract interaction, but some other 
dapps are being developed with groundbreaking functions and capabilities, such as 
MintedWithLovelace. 


We interviewed Ulla, one of the team members of this project, to understand it better and show 
some news about development, community and integration. 


MADAzine: I've seen that the project is very extense and embracing, and have a lot of 
features. Can you explain to us what MintedWithLovelace is about? 


MintedWithLovelace: We are about two things chiefly: Community and Empowerment. 


In particular, our dApp, while in its clunky Alpha “growing pains” phase, is yet a sophisticated and 
efficiently reliable minting engine that runs on autopilot, with many options and customizations, as 
well as assist tools such as mass-IPFS pinning/json updating, etc. 


And it provides two of the immediate solutions an artist with limited technical expertise or 
confidence needs: a way to run virtually any sort of automated NFT campaign of any scale their way, 
completely owning everything and holding the keys themselves, all via an interface that is “accessible 
enough for now” and within reasonable reach of most skill levels with maybe a few discomforts (but 
that’s what community is for and this will improve over time). 


The tools go hand in hand with community and support. We have an awesome little community 
that is just massively supportive and helpful, to each other and the team. And we are just in the 
beginnings, but for now we provide a lot of helpful info in discord, some how-tos, scripts, and of course 

5 just helping pool resources on things like VPS servers, or other helpful things for each other. 


One of my heroes is Jude Milhon, aka, to many who knew her, 
“St Jude”. Fun fact, she termed the phrase ‘cypherpunk’! She also 
used to advocate for girls and women to be given the tools and 
resources to get into coding and computers. She was known for 
saying something to the equivalent of “every girl needs a 
modem!”. 


| believe the best way to begin empowering someone is to give 
them the tools and support that they need, and that’s what we 
are striving to do here, we're building the tools and community to 
empower artists and creators in the NFT space. 





What are the project goals? 
Jude Milhon, or ‘St. Jude’, 


Our most important goal is to, overall, help empower artists 
hacker and author P g p emp 


with tools that give them ownership and control, knowledge and 

guidance, technical support and community, along with 
collaborative support throughout their various projects and campaigns, in any way we and our 
community can. As artists ourselves, we are very tuned into the issues with the NFT craze and how very 
often the big winners are rarely the artists. We'd like to see that change and this is just something small 
we feel we can do to contribute toward improving things. 





Another important goal (which is being reached right now!) is to simply create and deliver the 
tool: a fully decentralized NFT Launchpad dApp that gives you a very sophisticated “DIY toolkit” if you 
will, giving you full ownership over your own NFT launch, auction, token minting, or similar. 


The next goal in our sights is Beta release, which | hope to have out in two months or so, but these 
timelines are difficult to predict! Beta will bring an optional web user interface, smartcontracts for 
“backend” use as well as smartcontract-driven swaps as we are in the beginnings of the NFT- 
DEX/Marketplace. 


After this milestone, we'll be expanding a bit further as we begin to establish partnerships of sorts 
with various SPOs and others interested in operating a Minted node as part of something I’m calling the 
MESH distributed Cardano API service. Minted dApp Beta can run on your computer/server or you can 
run acomponent of the dApp, and distribute the other components. One of those components is MESH 
and can be run to help provide the API distributed service in exchange for blockchain payments in real- 
time and automated. We will be establishing a governance process which will come in handy during the 
formation of MESH, in utilizing smartcontracts for handling trust and validation using an approach 
appropriate to the threat model and utilizing tokens for both governance and fees. 


The launch of Plutus Application Backend (PAB), was it important for the project? 


| have not yet played with it, as | have not yet needed to, however as we enter into the 
development phase for Beta, when we will have quite a few smartcontracts to be implemented, Yes, | 
think it’s going to be very important for us! 


What are the feedbacks from the community, what role they play? 


Community is everything, | truly feel that way, and it’s a nice bonus that many of our community 
members are artists, nerds like us, and both! It’s seriously a super nice group of people who are also 
incredibly helpful, both to newcomers and to me as a developer, by way of the superb feedback on 
refining Alpha. 


Few weeks back we prereleased Minted Alpha to a subset of our community, a group we call 
“Artisans” in what we refer to as “The Refinery”. The Refinery, as it’s name implies, is where Artisans 
access the prerelease dApp, provide feedback on their tests and get support. Since our prerelease, the 
community of Artisans have helped to solve several major bugs they were ableto unearth, aswell as 
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providing some feature requests which have been implemented 
as of today. 


For the future, we want Minted to be a community owned 
and operated project, truly. To that end, we’re still the process of 
establishing things like governance and have plans for some fun 
community-centered activities, yet to be announced. As | said, 
community is everything, and in this early pre-governance stage, 
every decision I’m faced with | hold up and ask, “how do we 
approach this tn the most fair, equittable, community-centric, 
and truly collectively-beneficial way possible and what tools do 
we have or do we need to make to do that?” 





Ulla is a developer, artist And when are you planning to launch the definitive 
and, as she says, athinker | dApp? 





Minted Alpha 9 is going to be a public release and will be 
very, very soon! | expect before the end of February. Over the current prerelease, it will include 
auctions, blacklisting and prioritized transaction grouping. 


To finish the interview, we would like to thank the project for this interview and ask you 
to leave a message for the Cardano community and everyone who is starting to develop their 
own things on the blockchain. 


I’m really just grateful to be a part of this ecosystem and community overall. There are a lot of 
really genuine, kind and supportive people I’ve had the pleasure of meeting and working with! 
Personally | came here only a few months ago, drawn in by the fundamentals, values, ethics, 
technology and approach to the tech, as well as the opportunity to tinker and feel like a kid writing my 
first Basic app again...and then | was just so pleasantly surprised with the community. It’s great to meet 
a few others who are just building something and it feels good to know you're not the only little nerd 
who just wants to mess around with the technology and dream up ideas to try out or build. 


The excitement of tinkering and building, I’ll be your nerd-coach if you don’t stop me! And 
Cardano Is just rife with opportunities to help and coach and cheer on and contribute some stuff, and 
have so much fun building things, | just love it here, truly!

Paperfolk is about mixing the digital realm with reality 
because we feel that these two notions can coexist. We are 
portraying regular Folks - people like you and me - and we're 
using paper (its textures and its shadows) as the vehicle to 
introduce the real life feel to these digital pieces. 





The inspiration came from life itself. From the 
necessity of being creative to process our own emotions, the 
pleasure of working on something new with the old friends, 
curiosity of exploring a whole new world with countless 
possibilities, and the opportunity to support a sustainable and 
eco-friendly blockchain. It came from us, you and everybody 
else. 








We are launching, on Cardano blockchain, 1,000+4 NFTs (1,000 designed by us, the +4 designed 
especially for the winners of a discord challenge we’re running), in four drops of 250+1 NFTs throughout 
2022. Each “Folk” is unique and has its own name. Rarity wise, there will be a total of 796 Common, 152 
Rare and 52 Animated NFTs. 


There is an estimation for a launch date: mid-late March/early April 2022. 


Keyboard Warriors is a 9K NFT collection on the 
Cardano Blockchain. Each NFT is randomly generated 
from over 100 different traits, including weapons, armor, 
helmets, and even magical animal friends. We also 
created 24 highly detailed Ultra Rares, each with their 
own personality and traits. We aim to integrate our NFT 
collection into aH2H card game. 


We were heavily inspired by games like Diablo, 
Skyrim, Dragon Age, and The Witcher. We were also 
inspired by people like Charles Hoskinson. We saw a huge 
opportunity to create a community of people in 
conjunction with creating an amazing library of assets 
with varying degrees of rarity. 





9,000 NFT's are available to mint on our website http://www.keyboardwarriorsnft.com/. We've 
seen a lot of enthusiasm for our art style as we build out our community which has been incredibly 
encouraging. We hope to continue adding more people that can see our long term vision. 


Keyboard Warriors aims to be the premiere card game on the Cardano blockchain and beyond.

blockchain rewarding users 


Cardano is a proof-of-stake peer-reviewed blockchain platform, that uses the revolutionary 
Ouroboros protocol. This protocol provides security guarantees of proof-of-work (consensus protocol 
used by Bitcoin and, currently, Ethereum) costing much less, reducing the electric energy consumption 
and requiring less computing power torun. 


For running the protocol and the blockchain being functional, stake pools are one of the main 
actors. Stake pools are Cardano network nodes, that can be either public or private, and its function is 
basically to validate transactions, create transaction blocks and add newly-created blocks to the 
blockchain. 


Ouroboros have, out of many others, a feature to choose which stake pool willadd the next block 
to the blockchain, calculating it using primarily the amount of stake delegated to that pool, so the more 
stake it has, more likely to be choose. 


And there is too an incentive mechanism that rewards network participants. These rewards are 
shared every epoch (each 5 days is an epoch on Cardano) between the stake pool operator and the 
delegators, and there are fees involved on staking, but it’s just 2 ADA on the first delegation, like a deposit 
to create your unique stake key, and small and very known transaction fees if you want to redelegate. 
Public stake pools have a public address that anyone can use to delegate their ADA. In private stake pools, 
only the operator will receive rewards. 


Your ADA never leaves your wallet when delegate, meaning that you can make transactions with it 
whenever you want or need to. 


And, to give us a more accurate vision on this subject, we asked the operators from ADAttitude 
(Ticker: HELLO), based on Belgium, to give us some details about running a Stake Pool. 





MADAzine: Before anything else, we want to thank you for doing this interview with us. Why did 
you start to run a Stake Pool and what are the challenges on operating one? 


ADAttitude: Several reasons! We wanted to contribute to this very attractive Cardano ecosystem 
and to understand it deeply, and there was no better way of achieving it than setting-up our own pool. We 
also like the challenges in general, and it is definitively a big challenge as It requires technical, and also 
communication and marketing skills. 


The most challenging aspect, at least for a small pool, is to attract new delegators and motivate 
them to stay with us. Most delegators are firstly looking at the ROI (Return of Investment) of a pool and 
expect consistant rewards everytime. No one can blame such approach, as the most common reason to 
buy crypto is to make profit. 





We have experienced that as we got a very good momentum after minting our first two blocks 
one month after creating our pool. It isa memorable feeling when the first block comes. It has confirmed 
that the pool was set-up correctly and it has boosted our visibility thanks to the calculated ROI being in 
the top 5. As aresult, about 20 new delegators joined the pool almost instantly. 


Unfortunately, after few months, most of these delegators have left the pool most probably 
because the estimated ROI has fallen down. The explanation is that pools with a staking lower than 2 
million ADA are not able to deliver rewards every epoch, however, because the rewards is shared 
among lower amount of delegators, its value is higher when a block is minted. 


However, we would like to emphasize that one of the biggest strengths of Cardano is the 
determination of Charles Hoskinson and IOG to help improve the life level of needful people. No matter 
where you were born, you should have the same access to education, finance and healthcare. Quoting 
one of Hoskinson’s principle, “if there is inequality somewhere, it is because someone is making profit 
out of it”, and it is so true! We are convinced that blockchains, and Cardano in particular, is a powerful 
way to address this paradigm.

Epoch History 





How many people are involved and what are their areas of expertise? 


We are three friends from Belgium. One is clearly the technical expert, who setted up the pool, 
developped the moniroting tools and is maintaining the node. The other two are handling the marketing 
and communication aspects. 


Of course we cannot forget about the support from our peers, we are part of two alliances: xSPO 
and F2LB. Over there, the technical questions are never left without answers. 


What are the goals of your pool? 


First of all is really to be part of the decentralization movement enabled by the incredible 
framework/layer that Hoskinson and IOG created. More specifically, we aim to bring some fun to 
delegators who would like to play our minigame. 


Operating a pool is also good opportunity to educate new members of the Cardano community. 
We are available on Discord for anyone who would have specific questions, always trying our best to 
answer any questions or at least pointing the needful documentations, or ways to get it, if the particular 
knowledge is not in house. Since we are surrounded with incredible people, there is always someone 
knowledgeable who is willing to help. 


We also want to share with the people in need, so we donated 10% of our profits, using ADA Pay, 
to help children living in poverty and hunger. So, this is one of our goals too. 
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What are the equipments and services needed toruna pool and what do you use? 


A small and cheap offline computer Is required to sign the transactions with the private key. More 
powerfull machines are reauired: 1 for the producing node and 1 per relay. 12Gb RAM are required on 
each, this is the biggest constrain. We are currently working with one producer and one relay on the Cloud 
where only choices are 8Gb and 16Gb, we are forced to take 16Gb which is more expensive. When the 
pool's stake increases and blocks will be more frequent, a second relay will be required. The alternative to 
the Cloud isto havea fixed IP and more redundancy in case of power cut. 


What costs does it involves? 


One of the motivations why we were also wiling to start a pool is the potential to get some profit. 
We operate with 0% fee because we do not believe it is worth to increase this fee if the total stake is below 
5 million ADA. So, the sole income Is the fixed reward of 340 ADA per epoch which mint at least 1 block. The 
cost for renting servers on the cloud is about US$200 per month for 2 units of 16 Gb RAM on Digital Ocean. 
The treshold is about 150,000 ADA of staking in order to get on average 1 block every 6 epochs at the value 
of 1 ADA= 1$. 


Staking with ADAttitude allows you to play games that increase the rewards received. It's 
anawesome idea! Are the games all developed by you? 


As mentioned earlier, we would like to add a bit of fun for delegators staking with us and at the same 
time retribute the most performing players with extra rewards. For that purpose we have developped an 
Artifical Intelligence player trained with neural networks that you can confront on a boardgame. The 
graphics are basic but the game is very strategic, and defeating the A.I. player is not easy! 


Anyone can play for fun and free, however, to compete for the pool prize you have to play with a 
wallet address which is delegating to our pool. The idea is you increase your score by 3 means: Higher 
number of victory, higher amount of ADA delegated to our pool, and more loyal delegators. Anytime a 
block is minted, the contest rewards are distributed and the leaderboard Is reset.

It could have turned to be a 
problem for some specific small pools who have seen some of their delegators moving to the selected ISO 
pools. However, if such ISOs are limited over a short period of time, the loyal delegators could always come 
back to their initial pool as the cost of changing pool is very minimal on Cardano. 


On the other hand, we see this as a very good opportunity for small pools which can be part of such 
ISOs to increase their stake and increase their visibility. | really support projects that are collaborating with 
existing SPOs rather than setting up their own pools, the challenge will be how to ensure a fair selection of 
the participating pools. Past and current proposals are probably not optimal but as the ecosystem Is still 
young, i'm convinced the best format will be found overtime. As example the “Reversed ISO” is a step 
toward the right direction. 
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And, last but not least, are you preparing something for the future of the pool? 


There are 2 main approachs for starting a staking pool: You can launch a staking pool and then try to 
attract community, or you first build a community around a project and you try to bring that community 
into your pool. 


In our case we are missing community members and stake amount in order to get blocks and 
rewards more frequently. Therefore we have been working on a plan to build community traction: soon 
we will launch an original and interactive CNFT project (@ReverseLifeNFT) based on the game of life 
from John Conway. If there is interest from the Cardano community, we will integrate this project with 
mini games and our pool. 


An option would be that human player pays a fee to confront the Al player who is randomly 
representing one of the unique CNFTs, in case of the human player wins, he would double his bid minus 
fee; in case the Al player wins, the owner of the CNFT represented by the Al would get retributed. Prize 
pool would be fed by the fees to enter the game but also by the blocks retribution from the staking pool. 


We also have ideas on additional mini games to make the user experience more funny but as 
developing games and infrastructure is time consuming, we would like first to see interest from the 
community before jumping into new game development.

The first one, Genesis Series, consisted of 9 (yes, you read it 
right) incredible digital paintings and was sold out on the Feb 15th, 
2022, ina way that goes different than the drops we are used to see. 


Jordi decided to do separate auctions for each of the Genesis 
pieces, lasting 72h approximately, where the community saw some 
"battles" for the tokens. The bids got higher and higher for each 
piece, and Genesis 8, for example, was sold for 450 ADA. 





The artist was invited to feature the February edition of the 
Artist in Residence on Clay Nation server. There he made the auction 
for the last available painting, Genesis 4, and it was sold for 1234 
ADA, surpassing all the auctions.

MADAzine: First of all, I'd like to thank you for taking the time to do this interview, | know you 
have been busy, | think busier than ever.

If you follow my Discord server and look at the channel #oldyz, 
you will quickly realise | like painting head-and-shoulders creatures. | 
think it’s probably more a lack of technique and an undesired habit | 
have fed all these years of drawing or painting. But the truth is, it’s 
always a pleasure to create these weird heads and work around 
them with symbolism and/or focus on a specific message | want to 
get across. 





And since the CNFT space Is filled with portraits, | felt it was a 
good choice to focus on one of my strengths (although it’s actually 
very weak technically). 


What have you used to create it (equipment, hardware, this 
kind of stuff)? 


| use a laptop, a basic Wacom tablet, Clip Studio Paint Pro and 
Photoshop. 


Seems that the auctions as a method to drop the NFTs turned 
out really well. Are you happy with the general outcome? 


Since the Genesis Series was such a small collection, | thought 
auctions would be the more interesting way to go. Also being 1/1 all 
hand drawn, | thought it would add value to myself and to the 
people who were interested in acquiring them. | also was always 
intrigued with the fact that | never saw auctions using CNFTs as Bids. 
So | was also excited to introduce that for the first time in the 
Cardano space (I think | was the first). And yes, | was very surprised 
with the outcome. With each auction the bids got higher and higher. 
And that, as the creator, is very humbling to see that people are 
giving so much value to your creations.

Some experimentations of name for it, already? 


Jordi Leitao from 10+ years ago 
Since the first day | started with the Genesis Auctions, | already 


started working on new concepts for the next collection. After doing 
some sketches and throwing ideas around the canvas, what was a hand study | was doing, ended up 
sparkling many Ideas in my head. And possibilities with these seemed endless. So | asked the community 
what they thought of some concepts | created. The response was very positive, so | decided to go ahead 
and go full steam on this “Hand” collection. 





Now, why NFTs? Have you seen it as a good way to perpetuate your artwork? 


I’ve only very recently got into the NFT world. Until around July/August 2021 | didn’t gave it too 
much attention. But eventually, | thought that | needed to at least read enough about it to take it out of 
the equation as a valuable way of investing. So | started collecting. Politkoz was my first purchase. Then 
as | got into more and more projects, | started feeling my style and creativity could fit well into the space. 
So | just went ahead and started the little project. 


What's your vision about this flood of projects we are seeing on Cardano? A lot with thousands 
of NFTs each. 


Depends a lot on which projects we are referring too. There is, unfortunately, a lot of bullshit 
projects and a lot of rugpulls. And people that are less experienced, and maybe want to do a quick buck, 
get sucked into these and end up having their ADA invested in the wrong people. Even experienced 
people get rugged sometimes, like | have. 


But on a positive note, there’s a lot of really cool teams out there and very nice concepts and 
creative stuff to get immersed into. Who didn’t spend their fair share of hours looking into their favourite 
projects on cnft.tools or marketplace looking for good deals? 


To finish, what's your crypto background? Did you enter this world for the NFTs? 


I’ve been involved with crypto since 2017. | had an opportunity to buy around 2012, but thought it 
was a waste of money and it wouldn’t get anywhere. | have to say | didn’t gave it too much attention at the 
time, or read too much. | was VERY wrong.
